Ordered to Produce Box.

Attorney Theodore S. Mce-| 
Millian, now a St. Louis cir- 
cuit judge, attempted in 1949 


to entrap Robert Y. Woodward 
into improper solicitation of 
legal business, a special com- 
missioner of the Missouri Su- 
preme Court found today. 

The commissioner, former St. 
Louis Circuit Judge John W. 
Calhoun, recommended that the 
charge against Woodward based 
upon the alleged entrapment be 
dismissed along with four other 
counts, but he also recommend- 
ed that five other counts of 
illegal solicitation be sustained, 
and that’ Woodward be sus- 
pended from the practice of the 
law for one year 

Judge Calhoun’s finding of 
entrapment was reported to the 
court following a hearing he 
conducted on charges brought 
by the Eighth Circuit Bar Com- 
mittee against Woodward. Ar- 
guments on the report and its 
findings and recommendations 
will be heard by the Supreme 
Court Sept, 27. 

Calhoun’'s . Findings. 

Calhoun reported that in Sep- 
tember, 1949, when Hocker was 
attorney for the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat, and Woodward 
had filed a $50,000 libel suit 
against the newspaper for print- 
ing an article alleging he had 
solicited business, McMillian 
was called to Hocker’s office 
and hired to approach Wood- 
ward. 

McMillian testified before Cal- 
houn that his assignment was 
to go to the Municipal Courts 
building in St. Louis and engage 
in a conversation with Wood- 
ward. He was to show Wood- 
ward a false traffie ticket and

Calhoun found. 

McMillian was to make the 
further false statement that he 
was going to court to answer 
the charge and, if Woodward 


solicited his case, he was to pay

ROME, July 26 (‘(AP)—The 
collision of the Andrea Doria 
and the Swedish liner Stock- 
holm left hundreds of Amer- 
cans in Italy wondering today 
how and when thev can get 
home 

The luxurious Italian linet 
was scheduled to leave Genoa 
on its next sailing for New 
York, Aug. 14. More than 1100 
persons had booked passage 

“It's the very height of the 
westbound tourist season,” Said 
an official of a large tourist 
agency. “Everything from Italy 
is booked up solid. But one 
way or another, it will have to 
be worked out.” 

A spokesman for the Italian 
line said the Andrea Dorias 
sister ship, Giulio Cesare, al- 
ready had been switched from 
its usual South American run 
to help handle the _ record- 
breaking North American sum- 
mer tratfic 

Between now and Aug. 14 
three other Italian liners are 
scheduled to make trans-Atlen-

jured. There was a possibility 
the toll might go higher. 

Capt. Raoul de Beaudean, 
master of the French liner lle 
de France, radioed cryptically 
that in picking up 760 surviv- 
ors “some were mourning thei: 
dead.” 

However, families easily could 
have become separated in the 
rescue operation and failed to 
learn that relatives or friends 
were safe on other ships 

The Coast Guard continued 
to search the waters. 

The collision occurred at 
11:20 o'clock last night some 
200 miles northeast of New 
York when, for some unex 
plained reason, the Andrea 
Doria and Stockholm crossed 
paths 


Carried Modern Radar. 


Both ships carried modern 
radar equipment which should 
have enabled them to spot 
another ship miles away even 
in the densest fog 

(The United Press said the 
Swedish ship, which is specially 
reinforced to plow through ice 
apparently rammed the Andrea 
Doria amidships, tearing a gap- 
ing hole.) 

The Andrea Doria sank at 
10:09 a.m. today in just a little 
less than 11 hours after the col- 
lision 

Pride of the Italian fleet, the 
Doria was built at a cost of more 
than $29,000,000, and made its 
maiden voyage in 1953. It could 
accommodate 1241 passengers 

The crash slammed the Doria 


on its side, and water be- 
gan cascading into its hul! 
Nearly eight hours later, its 
pumps reportedly had stopped 
the increasing list — for the 
moment 
Drifts 2'2 Miles. 
But then, two hours later 


the flood of water overwhelmed 
the vessel, and it went to the 
bottom. It had drifted about 2'2 
miles in stricken condition, the 
Coast Guard said, before it 
went down. 

First reports of the injured 
said they suffered fractured 
bones in the turbulence that

The rescue liner, the Ile de 
France, with 758 = survivors 
aboard, was expected to arrive 
in New York harbor late this 
afternoon The Coast Guard 
said tenders would be sent to 
take off the rescued passengers 

Other rescue ships and the 
number saved included the 
United Fruit Co. freighter Cape 
Ann, 168, and the military sea 
transport Pvt William H 
Thomas, 165. The Stockholm. 
damaged but not dangerously, 
took aboard about 450. 

The 12,644-ton Stockholm 
sailed from New York yester- 
das The 29,083-ton Andrea 
Doria was inbound from Genoa 
and was carrying many Ameri- 
cans 

Capt. Piero Calamai and a 
handful of senior officers stuck 
grimly with the stricken Italian 
vessel for hours, but finally in 
mid-morning were forced to 
abandon ship. 

The vessel was careening over 
on its starboard side at an 
angle of 45 degrees or more. 
Facts on Those Dead Clouded. 

The facts relating to those 
who lost their lives was clouded. 

The Coast Guard in Boston 
said the Andrea Doria’s captain 
reported three dead aboard his 
vessel. It was not clear whether 
they died before the rescue 
operation, or afterward.

That says a great deal, and | 
symbolizes the greatest single 
triumph of Eisenhower econom- | 
ic policy. But it by no means 
says that all of the key aims of | 
that policy were achieved. 

Economic Policy. 

Those aims and goals were 
set forth clearly and specifical- 
ly in the pre-election period. 
They can be broken down into 
three main categories: 

l.—The national economy. 
Reasonably full employment | 
without inflation. Use of the 
Government's powers to curb | 
both boom and bust. 

2.—Fiscal management: An 
eventual balanced budget with 
lower spending and lower 

taxes. Tax policy to encour- 
age investment by business | 
as well as consumption by the 
people. 

3. —Economic ‘“‘decision-mak- 
ing:’ Less in the hands of 
Government and more in the 
hands of private enterprise. 
No controls except where 
overridingly necessary. “Get 
the Government out of busi- 
ness.’ | 

It should be noted that as. 
these goals were refined in the 

pre-election campaign and sub- 
sequently in budgets and Presi- 
dential economic reports, they 
emerged as a “package” con- 
siderably removed from the 
goals of orthodox, pre-Eisen- 
hower Republicans. The Eisen- 
hower performance must be 
tested not against Republican 
orthodoxy, but against its own 
stated philosophy 

But before making that test, 
it is worth recalling that when 

the Eisenhower Administration 
came to office, it promptly 
frightened many people by 
adopting the tightest credit 


squeeze since the 1920s-—4 | 
squeeze that also drove interest 


rates up to the highest level | 


in 30 years. 

The Senate rang with Wwarn- 
ings from rural Democrats that 
“hard money” was going to ruin 
the country once again under 
Republican leadership. And 
when a recession began in late 
1953 it seemed that those warn- 
ings might prove correct. 

Needless Fright. 

The key point about the Ad- 

ministration’s actual perform- 


ance is not so much that the 
warnings proved, fortunately, 
mistaken. It is that the people 


who had been frightened of a 
Republican government—under- 
standably—had been frightened 
needlessly. For in fact the men 
who have run American e6co- 
nomic policy under Mr. Eisen- 
hower are as different from the 
“Wall Street crowd” of the 
1920s as the President himself 
is different from Warren G.' 
Harding 

A quick glimpse at these men 
—‘ive of them—forms a prel- 
uce to an assessment of just 
how well the Administration 
did what it set out to do. They 
are:

5. W. Randolph Burgess. the 
Under Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. He is George Humphrey's 
financial man—the man who 
deals with managing the public 
debt and money problems. A 
monetary expert from way back, 
he too has deeply conservative 
instincts .but a flexible mind. 
Like the others, and unlike 
many in the Republican “Old 
Guard:” he does not find the 
modern age an intellectual and 
political affront.

G.O.P. Spots Changed. 

The actual deficit in the 
budget turned out to be a sub- 
stantial $4,200,000,000. But the 
important point historieally is 
that a Republican Administra- 
tion was willing to accept’such 
a deficit as sound economic 
policy in the circumstances. A 
rather frightening leopard had 
indeed changed his spots—or 
as least some of them.

money” era in 1953 just before 
the recession began.

Money 
was kept tight by the Federal 
Reserve, and certain Treasury 
financing decisions (particularly 
the famous Humphrey 3'4 per 
cent 30-year bond of April) re-

Between Planes 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I recently had an afternoon to 
spend in Washington between planes, 
and thought it would be enlighten- 
ing to observe the legislative branch 
of the government. My adventures 
seem well to illustrate the efficiency 
with which Congress provides against 
observation and assassination. 

Upon entering the Capitol I was 
confronted by a man selling tickets 
for guided tours which included, he 
said, a visit to the galleries of the 
House and Senate. But from others 
I learned that there was no charge 
for exploration without a guide so I 
took off alone. I found my way to 
the House gallery where the doors 
were semi-obstructed by eight or 10 
semi-recumbent apparently unarmed 
guards. I was told that citizens un- 
chaperoned by a paid guide must 
have a written ticket from their 
Congressman. 

Several flights down and a block 
away, having been misdirected to 
the wrong House Office Building 
and the wrong corridor, I finally 
found the offices of my Representa- 
tive, Thomas B. Curtis of Webster 
Groves. His secretary obligingly 
wrote my name on a card, kept no 
record of it and asked for no proof 
of identification. 

She also advised me that since 
Mr. Curtis is a Republican and since 
Missouri Senators are Democrats, I 
would have to walk to the Senate 
Office building in order to get a 
ticket to the Senate gallery. 

I took off my coat now and made 
my way the hot half mile to Senator 
Thomas C. Hennings’s office. His 
secretary obligingly offered me both 
a Senate and a House gallery card, 
asked for no credentials, had me sign 
a visitor’s book and suggested that 
I, must be a Republican for complain- 
ing about this curious rigmarole. 

I got back to the House gallery 
over 45 minutes later just in time to 
see the mace taken down as the 
House adjourned. At the Senate gal- 
lery I met a guard who was suffi- 
ciently disarmed by my friendly in- 
quiries that I was allowed to slip in 
without showing my gallery ticket. 

Although no guards made any ef- 
fort to determine whether I was 
carrying a hidden weapon, all were 
most careful to see that citizens’ 
hands did not soil the marble rail- 
ing. Several guided tours whose 
members had the security check of 
the 25-cent ticket spent 5 to 10 min- 
utes in the gallery while 1 was there. 

If it weren't that ordinary citizens 
get pushed around in this security 
charade, there could be little objec- 
tion to it. After all, given a few 
elections and a few armed crack- 
pots, natural biological selection will 
give us a Congress capable of devel- 
oping a considerate system staffed 
by competent police.

The Nixon Issue 


What is the .country—and particularly that 
large part of the country which is made up of 
independent voters—to think of the furore 
raised by former Gov. Stassen's move to oust 
Vice President Nixon as President Eisenhower's 
prospectiye 1956 running mate? 

Did the White House's special assistant on 
disarmament act entirely on his own when he 
came out for Gov. Herter of Massachusetts as 
a vice presidential possibility with more voter 
appeal? Or was Mr. Stassen a carefully chosen 
member of the Eisenhower official family, se- 
lected to execute in the open a maneuver 
planned behind the scenes? 

The Post-Dispatch’s chief Washington corre- 
spondent, Raymond P. Brandt, writes that the 
Stassen move revealed a “barely concealed re- 
volt” that has been “going on in the Republican 
party since the President’s heart attack last 
September.” He reports that there have been 
“persistent murmurings of resentment” at the 
buildup of the controversial Mr. Nixon by 
G.O.P. Chairman Hall and other party insiders. 

. . . 

Until the country knows more exactly what 
President Eisenhower really thinks about it, 
there will be no way of appraising the Stassen- 
Nixon controversy definitely in relation to the 
White House. Press Secretary Hagerty says 
emphatically that no one else in “the official 
family” shares the Stassen views. 

On the other side there is the fair assumption 
that when Mr. Stassen told the President of his 
intention, the President could easily have said, 
if such were the case, that he was determined 
to have Mr. Nixon on the ticket. He could have 
said also he wanted no move that would em- 
barrass the Republican party's plans for an 
Eisenhower-Nixon slate at San Francisco. 

Significant or not, it is at least noteworthy 
that Mr. Stassen has not been relieved of his 
Government post as a member of the “team” 
although he goes right on reaffirming his op- 
position to Mr. Nixon and returning the fire of 
Chairman Hall. And he does so at the same 
time saying flatly that he Will not resign his 
Cabinet-rank post. 

The Stassen move against Vice President 
Nixon gay not succeed. But then again it may. 
By the third week in August Mr. Nixon may be 
so controversial that the party bosses will have 
decided the young Californian, as the running 
mate of a man twice seriously ill in nine months, 
would cost the Republicans enough votes to en- 
danger local G.O.P. slates. 

° * ° 

If that turns out to be so, the independent 
voter, in our opinion, will approve. For the 
independent voter has watched the fast rise of 
Mr. Nixon and, judging by all the signs, the 
independent voter does not like what he has 
observed. He does not object to ambition, but 
he does object to ready acceptance of the crass 
belief that the end justifies the means. He 
wants his public officials to be straightforward, 
not devious. He wants them to be symbols of 
integrity, not dealers in dubious slush funds and 
cheap dramatics 

In particular the independent voter resents 
the kind of campaigns Mr. Nixon waged for the 
House in 1946, for the Senate in 1950 against 
Congresswoman Helen Gahagan Douglas and 
in 1954 against many Democratic nominees for 
the Senate. The independent voter will not ac- 
cept reflections on the patriotism of loyal offi- 
cials through adroit use of innuendo. 

This is not to say that Mr. Nixon's record is 
without a positive side. The Vice President has 
done many hard jobs for President Eisenhower, 
as for example, speaking to the AFL here in St. 
Louis after the protest resignation of the late 
Labor Secretary Durkin. His record in the 
House included the searching and vigorous de- 
velopment of the case against Alger Hiss. In 
the President's absence or illness he has pre- 
sided over the National Security Council and 
he has gone on notable overseas missions. What 
he lacks in maturity, he tries to make up for in 
energy and enthusiasm. An instance of his im- 
petuousness was his declaration before the edi- 
tors’ society in favor of the potential use of 
United States troops in Indochina.

When fullest possible allowances are made, 
the fact remains that Mr. Nixon would be a 
handicap to Dwight D. Eisenhower in the eyes 
of many thousands of independent voters. That 
in essence is the case against the youthful Vice 
President who is the center of new controversy. 

The mantle of presidential office has fallen 
seven times on the shoulders of a Vice President. 
Under present circumstances, the independent 
voter can only conclude that Richard M. Nixon 
is not qualified by either character or perform- 
ance to be continued in a post potentially so 
crucial as the vice presidency has proved to be 
in the past.

more than 90, and so today, six years aiter his 
death, we are able to celebrate the 100th anni- 
versary of his birth in Dublin, Ireland. Thus, 
as we remember him today it is partly because 
he was so recently with us in the flesh. What 
will be the story when the centenary of his 
death occurs—in 2050” 

A man can, of course, be remembered quite 
apart from his work. Samuel Johnson is a case 
in point. Famous as Dr. Johnson is, how many 
even literary people know him through his 
writings? He is probably known best through 
Boswell's Life. That is to say, he is remembered 
as a personality when all else is forgotten. 

This could be the fate of GBS. too. He 
certainly had what it takes to be so remembered 
—the Mephistophelean appearance, with the 
orice red beard and heavy eyebrows, the red 
tie and knickerbocker suit, the quirks and quips 
of an enfant terrible.

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Loss of Atomic Power 

The House has. given cavalier treatment to 
the $400,000,000 atomic-electric plant construc- 
tion bill. It has killed the measure after a 
single day’s maneuvering, with virtually no dis- 
cussion of the grave issues that are involved. 

This performance does little credit to the 
House and stands in marked contrast with the 
consideration given to the bill in the Senate. 
There, an extended discussion led by Senator 
Gore of Tennessee, a member of the Senate- 
House Joint Atomic Energy Committee, brought 
out a wealth of pertinent facts. The Senators 
could not but know what they were doing when 
they came to a vote, and they approved the bill. 

Chairman Strauss of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission is a man of strong opinion and strong 
will. He opposed the Gore ‘bill in the Senate 
and the identical Holifield bill in the House on 
the grounds that private enterprise is already 
doing enough and Government action is not 
needed. During the House maneuvering he 
brought his influence to bear in.a special way 
by presenting a written promise to go ahead 
with Government plants if construction by pri- 
vate companies and public power distributors 
did not proceed after “a reasonable time.” 

There is disagreement with Adm. Strauss in 
impressive quarters. Commissioner Thomas E. 
Murray of the AEC thinks too much time has 
passed already without a single commercial- 
sized atomic power plant built, building or 
firmly committed under the Atomic Energy Act 
of 1954. So does Senator Anderson of New 
Mexico, chairman of the Joint Committee. So 
do Senator Gore and Representative Holifield 
of California, members of the committee and 
authors of the defeated legislation. 


For whatever additional time passes without 
construction of a commercial-sized atomic power 
plant under the 1954 act, Chairman Strauss 
will bear a heavy responsibility. So will the 
members of the House who so summarily voted 
down the Holifield bill. So will the Eisenhower 
Administration and the Republican party, which 
opposed the Gore-Holifield legislation. 

Applications, licenses, plans on drawing 
boards, demonstration pilot plants built or build- 
ing preliminary to deciding whether to build 
a commercial-size plant—those are not enough. 
What is demanded is commercial-size plants, in 
operation, as soon as they can be built. 

We trust that Commissioner Murray, Sena- 
tors Anderson and Géore, Representative Holli- 
field and others who have done such fine work 
in this matter will keep doggedly on this vital 
job—that they will continue to question whether 
reasonable progress is being made and whether 
we have not already let an unreasonably long 
time elapse before taking both hands to a task so 
far attempted with one hand tied behind our 
backs.

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Withdrawal in Order 


Looking through our file on the Illinois scan- 
dals, we have come across a release of the IIli- 
nois Credit Union League, dated June 29, in 
which that self-styled “statewide association of 
state and federal credit unions,” strongly in- 
dorsed Orville E. Hodge for re-election as Illi- 
nois State Auditor. 

The President of the league, Harry C. Cramer, 
said, “Orville Hodge has amply demonstrated 
the ability to administer with wisdom and re- 
straint the complex office of Auditor of Public 
Accounts.” June 29 was nearly a month after 
The Chicago Daily News printed the first re- 
ports of irregularities in the auditor's office. 

Now that Orville Hodge has been indicted by 
both federal and state grand juries and the 
scandal funds are estimated at $1,000,000 per- 
haps the Illinois Credit Union League would 
like to withdraw its indorsement. Anyway 
Orville Hodge is off the ticket as a member 
of the “Stratton team.”

‘Mightier Than Dollars’ 


Practically all educated forelgners can read 
English. And on the basis of this simple but 
important fact, a non-profit organization called 
“Magazines for Friendship,” with headquarters 
at Occidental College in Los Angeles, believes 
Americans can help counteract Communist prop- 
aganda by mailing abroad their own used 
magazines. 


For only six cents such periodicals as Harp- 
er’s, The Atlantic, Time, Newsweek or the like 
can be mailed overseas. It is a simple operation: 
Roll it in an envelope with the side slit. Ad- 
dress it to the Mayor, the Superintendent of 
Schools, the Librarian or anybody else in any 
community on the map, Iron and Bamboo cur- 
tain countries exgluded 


Person-to-person mailing is,the organization's 
goal. But bulk supplies of old magazines can 
be sent to our embassies and consulates for 
local distribution through the Army Postal sys- 
tem in New ‘York and San Francisco. Either way 
the magazines are sure to be avidly read. As 
a correspondent in India wrote the other day, 
“Good magazines are mightier than dollars.”

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Ultimatum on Housing 

In the last week of a congressional session, 
things can happen that would not happen at 
other times. For example, ordinarily the House 
could not get by with delivering an ultimatum 
to the Senate to accept the House version of 
the housing bill or none at all. But because 
of the time element, the maneuver worked. 

For seven years now Congress has pinched off 
public housing at a level far below what was 
contemplated by the Housing Act of 1949, of 
whom a leading author was that notorious “so- 
cialist,” the late Robert A. Taft. This year the 
Senate, for once, approved a bill authorizing as 
big a public housing program as the 1949 act 
called for—135,000 units a year. The House 
approved a token 35,000 units a year for two 
years, and told the Senate in effect that it is to 
be this or nothing. 

The House and the real estate lobby have had 
their way, and can thank the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration for an assist. For the Administra- 
tion, though in bidding for urban votes it 
claims to favor public housing, has been fight- 
ing the Senate bill and pulling wires for the 
minimum program.

Paintings given to museums under novel plan can be borrowed 
back or kept for life by donors, while gift is deductible from

The American art museum in general 
is trying to preserve, strengthen, or 
complete a balanced collection with the 
purpose of presenting within each set 
of walls a connected history of art. 

Museums that started with donations 
reflecting a specialized or limited taste 
are quite naturally occupied with fill- 
ing the gaps; while others hope to find 
better examples of a style or period al- 
ready represented. As the history of art 
is still being made, no collection is ever 
complete. 

The few municipally supported insti- 


tutions are seeking purchase funds 
from private 
sources; and the 
privately endowed 


institutions are re- 
ceptive, at the 
least, to unencum- 
bered government 
subsidies 

One of the ef- 
fects of high taxes 
is the “lend-back” 
system. Under this 
system a collector 
can purchase an ob- 
ject of his own 
choice and donate 
it to an art mu- 
seum. He then en- 
ters the price as a deduction on his in- 
come tax. 

The picture, of course, belongs to the 
museum: but the donor is permitted to 
retain possession on a year-to-year ba- 
sis for varying periods of time.

_ Louis’s Art Missionaries 


The City Art Museum of St. Louis 
has acquired about 50 paintings and 
other objects through this plan. They 
include Cezanne’s “Bathers,” Manet's 
“Portrait of Mme. Guillemet,” van 
Gogh’s “The Vineyards at Auvers, 
Vuillard’s “Art Dealers,” and Picasso s 
“Seated Woman.” 

The lend-back system in St. Louis 
has been stimulated in part by a group 
of citizens known as The Friends of the 
City Art Museum. Their members, 1600 
or more, pay in to the Museum about 
$45,000 a year, which is used largely 
for purchases. 

What is more important, they are ac- 
tive and enthusiastic missionaries of 
art. It also seems likely that they are 
responsible for the fact that St. Louis 
is reputed to have the most valuable 
collections of modern art outside New 
York and Chicago. 

Similar organizations are operating 
in 60 cities of the United States and 
Canada under various names. As is 
usual in American movements of this 
kind, the larger part of the work is 
done by women. 


In the Libbey Pattern 


The Art Institute of Chicago has ac- 
quired 67 paintings on the lend-back 
system. 

The Toledo Museum began working 
out a form of the lend-back plan in 
the early 1920s. Its directors had noted 
that promises given to museums by 
potential benefactors had not always 
been honored by their heirs. 

To assure ultimate possession by the 
Museum its founder, Edward J. Libbey, 
established a pattern by deeding his 
collection outright with the proviso that 
he would retain it during his lifetime. 
The collection included several world- 
famous pictures such as Rembrandt's 
“Self Portrait as a Young Men,” “The 
Minstrel,” by Franz Hals, and “Man 
with Wine Glass,” by Velasquez. 

More recently the Toledo Museum 
has established a more rigid practice. 
Gifts are accepted with no provision 
lend-back, tacit or 

instances 


of the Museum, and in practice it could 
mean that he would keep it for his 
lifetime. In this instance the Treasury 
Department places a value upon the 
“interest” acquired by the Museum at 
the time the object is deeded, which the 
donor is allowed to deduct from his in- 
come tax. 

An important Eastern museum, which 
has also acquired a few pictures under 
the lend-back plan, considers that the 
“life-interest” plan is preferable. The 
National Gallery of Art in Washington 
accepts gifts only under the latter plan. 
The important Lessing J. Rosenwald 
collections of prints and drawings were 
so acquired. 

The life-interest principle was ob- 
served by the Cincinnati Art Museum 
when it took legal title to two important 
art collections in the early 1940s. Simi- 
lar arrangements are now in effect with 
three other collectors. 


The Government and Museums 


In more recent cases funds have been 
given outright to the Cincinnati Mu- 
seum, which buys objects and offers an 
“unspecified life interest” to the donors. 

As far as the Federal Government is 
concerned these deductions for gifts to 
art museums are in the Same case as a 
donation to any non-profit institution. 
At the time of the proposed transfer 
of the Rosenwald collection to the Na- 
tional Gallery the life-interest plan was 
approved in an informal opinion by 
Chief Justice Harlan F. Stone, then a 
director of the Gallery. 

An interested party to a lend-back 
arrangement had his attorneys clear 
the matter with the Treasury Depart- 
ment in Washington. 

The museums insist on fair valua- 
tions. The bill of sale is ordinarily con- 
sidered evidence. When the object may 
have improved or declined in value 
after purchase the museums require 
an appraisal by a disinterested outsider. 


A Collector States His Views 


The effect of the tax structure on 
donations to art museums is not re- 
stricted to the lend-back or life-interest 
plans. The private collector who pre- 
fers to keep his collection for the ex- 
clusive pleasure of himself, his family, 
and friends is now much more likely to 
bequeath it to a museum because of 
the inheritance tax than in an earlier 
time. 

An American of my acquaintance 
who has assembled, within the last ten 
years, an impressive and valuable col- 
lection of modern paintings explains it 
this way: 

“A man cannot afford to die with a 
lot of pictures on his hands. He should 
give them away in time or leave them 
to the public. He shouldn't force his 
taste on his children; and his children 
shouldn't have to pay a heavy tax in 
order to. own seme pictures they don’t 
want. I like these pictures. I want to 
keep them around me as long as I can 
see them. Then they will go to the mu- 
seum in my home town and to the 
museum at the university where I was 
graduated. Bequests to public institu- 
tions are tax free, so the value of my 
estate will be reduced by the market 
value of these pictures.”

How far can parents go to protect 
their children from the harsh vagaries 
of the outside world? Is the cotton bat- 
ting of paternal love sometimes a stul- 
tifying influence which chokes initia- 
tive and leaves the child usable to face 
up to realities? 

This was true of the Charmed Circle 
in which revolved Myron Prentiss, his 
delightful wife and their three beauti- 
ful, dutiful, well-bred offspsing. Myron, 
whose wealth is constantly enhanced 
by the keen management of the fam- 
ily’s best friend, Sylvanus, had two 
interests, his family and his fine col- 
lection of Impressionist paintings. 


He thought the two interests were 
welded, as the family went from New 
Yotk to Paris to London and back 
again with the change of the seasons, 
making few lasting friends, clinging 
ever closer together and becoming, al- 
most, expatriates, with a somewhat 
snobbish attitude to what their mother 
termed American crudities. Such trav- 
el precluded any formal education for 
Clarisse, Halley and Julian, who pur- 
sued their studies comfortably enough 
with tutors who became part of the 
menage. 

Clarisse awakens first, like the prin- 
cess in the fairy-tale, and to her par- 
ents’ chagrin finds herself in love with 
the nice but quite undistinguished 
nephew of Sylvanus. The denouement 
on her wedding night was the first indi- 
cation that the Circle might have its 
weak links. 


Then Halley, who tells the story, re- 
bels and finds himself a girl, but still 
without the fortitude to announce him- 
self publicly.

It was only a little more 
than a year ago, you'll re- 
member, that Archie was 
found by several doctors to 
be suffering from a heart 
ailment and was refused a 
license to box in his own 
state of California. 


Since that time he has had 
about a dozen. fights, won 
them all, except against 
Rocky, and is going along 
stronger that ever. Archie is 
a remarkable man 

Now he’s ready for Pat- 
terson, if Floyd's hand has 
healed sufficiently to permit 
a bout this fall, and the doc- 
tors say that it has.

that Patterson is_ rushing 
things a bit, taking on a 
master boxer who can hit

He pounded Jackson for 12 
rounds with everything he 
had, including a number of 
his best blows but was un- 
able to floor Jackson, let 
alone knock him out. 


So you are reminded of 
Moore's prediction before he 
fought, and knocked out, 
Carl (Bobo) Olson. 


“Olson is a good little guy,” 


said Archie, “but no little 
guy ain't about to beat me. 
I been fighting heavyweights 
for most of my career.” 
Patterson weighed 178 
pounds for Jackson and even 
though he may up that by 
about five pounds for Moore. 


he'll still be a “little guy,” 
and, as Archie says, “no little 
guy is gonna beat me.” 


Floyd will have about 18 
years of age on his side and 
some speed but that’s all.

All during the 
afternoon I had some drinks 
from a bottle, I think three or 
four drinks. 

“Three-fourths of the platoon 
were squared away but the rest 
were foul balls.” 

The drill instructor told of 
marching the platoon in column 
of two into Ribbon creek and 
later taking them into deeper 
water. He continued: 

“I heard some men to my 
right, out towards the center of 
the stream, yelling for help. I 
would say that there were about 
six or seven men out there. 

“At this point, I told the men 


to keep cool and go onto the | 
beach.

the stream. I grabbed one man 
and took him to the beach, to 
a point where he could stand 


up. I asked him if he could | 


touch ground and stand up, 
when he gave me an affirma- 
tive reply I headed back into 
the stream to help the others. 

“I swam out and as I passed, 
one of the men, a colored boy 
I thought was okay, grabbed me 


and we both went down under | 
the surface .. . and then came | 


back to the surface. We went 
down a second time and at this 
point he let go of me, I could 
not find him after that.”

Some Suggestions for Cocktail-Party Delicacy Made With Avocados 


By Hoyt Alden 


FRIEND of ours just re- 
A turned from Texas, where 

he was introduced to that 
great favorite of the Texas 
cocktail party, guacamole, pro- 
nounced gwa-ka-moley, the basic 
a of which is the avo- 
cado. 


But he is confused. He ate 
guacamole on several occasions, 
he reported, and In no two cases 
did it taste the same. Similar, 
but not the same. 


Well, guacamole is like a lot 
of other dishes, particularly 
dishes which have been adapted 
from tRose of another country. 
This one was adapted from the 

* Mexicans, and it begins to look 
as though every adapter had his 
own -ideas of how it should be 
adapted. There are more re- 
cipes for guacamole than there 
are for cornbread. 


That's why I can’t give my 
friend any cut-and-dried recipe 
for guacamole, but I can give 
him several. He can try them 
all and take his choice. 


The first one comes as near 
as any I have ever encountered 
to adhering to the original Mex- 
ican. Like this: 

Peel and remove the seeds 
from a half dozen avocados and 
put the halves in a bowl. Add 
a teaspoon and a half of salt, 
two teaspoons of vinegar, two 
tablespoons of mayonnaise, a 
teaspoon of olive oil, six drops 
of tabasco, a half of a small hot 
pepper minced, a half cup of 
finely chopped raw tomatoes 
and a fourth cup of finely 
chopped onion. 

Now take a stainless steel 
knife and chop the avocado un- 
til the pieces are small and the 
seasonings are well distributed 
and blended. The Mexicans 
don’t stir more than necessary, 
and they never mash the avo- 
cado. 
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N most American variations, 

however, the avocado is 

mashed, particularly those 
you find served as a spread or 
dip at cocktail parties. 

This recipe is on the basis of 
one avocado and you can mul- 
tiply to meet your needs. 
Scoop the flesh from the avo- 
j > a Bowl and mash it 
yell with the back of a fork.

family’s complaint that the 
house was damp both in sum- 
mer and winter, The house is 
only about five years old and 
like many homes today it has 
no basement — simply crawl 
space about two feet high under 
the first floor. 


The man of the house figured 
that the earth floor of the crawl 
space was the cause of the 
dampness and so he went down 
under the floor and did a little 
crawling. He found that the 
earth was not only dry to the 
touch—it was so dry it was 
dusty so he figured that the 
dampness must be coming from 
some other place. 


The fact of the matter was 
that in spite of the soil under 
the house being dry, it was the | 
cause of the moisture. Moisture 
in the soil under the house did 
contain a good deal of moisture 
and this moisture was constant- 
ly being evaporated by the air 
in the crawl space and being 
carried up into the house. It 
seems that this process can go 
along even when the soil feels 
dry for no matter ‘how many 
inches the dry soil exteneds, 
sooner or later you are going to 
run into moist soil. 

The solution to this problem 
was to cover the soil under the 
crawl space with building paper 
—the waterproof type. Edges of 
the paper were lapped about 
four inches and sealed with

Beverley Bozeman's Childhood Debut Went Awry, but She's Been Stage-Struck Ever Since

EVERLEY BOZEMAN 
B apciogizes for having her 

hair up in pins but she was 
on her way to rehearsal and it 
was a moist morning. Over 
the pin-up she wore a hat that 
was part coolie, part knitted 
stocking cap, and with it, modi- 
fied harlequin glasses, tight black 
pants, a sweater and brief flar- 
ing black jacket. It was a chic 
combination from a feminine 
point of view but some men at 
the next table looked at her 
warily as if she'd dropped down 
from Mars. 

No space ship survivor, Bever- 
ley may be seen in more glamor- 
ous get-up as the dancer- 
comedienne in “Wish You 
Were Here,” at the Municipal 
Opera this week.

understudy for practically 
everyone in the Christiansen 
company and learned all the 
major ballets from “Swan 
Lake” on. She next appeared in 
a version of “Die Fledermaus,” 
called “The Rose Masque,” with 
Brian Sullivan, then in what 
she terms “the usual light op- 
eretta phase,” in “Desert Song,” 
then went to Hollywood as as- 
sistant to LeRoy Prinz at War- 
ner Brothers. She also appeared 
in eight movies but dismisses 
these contemptuously as “por- 
traying a variety of ashtrays 
and doorknobs.” 

Her movie career was for- 
tunate, however, in that she 
met composer Arthur Schwartz 
who brought her to Broadway 
in the Bea Lillie show, “Inside 
U.S.A.” Back to her first love, 
ballet, with choreographer Val- 
erie Bettis, she did a dramati- 
zation of William Faulkner's 
“As I Lay Dying.”

Louis, but Beverley was so ex- 
hausted that her only sizght- 
seeing was confined to the Van 
Gogh exhibit at the Art Mu- 
scum.

Since then she has appeared 
in “Guys and Dolls,” “The Lit- 
tlest Revue,” and “Golden 
Apple.”

THERE IS ANOTHER very phevalent figure fault 
which detracts from an otherwise lovely silhouette. I am 
speaking of the pads of fat which lie just below the waist 
in the back, at each side, or at the top of each hip. There 
are specific exercises which are most effective. Today | 
will give you a couple of them. 

Stand tall. Raise your arms sideward, shoulder height. 
Bend the trunk to the left, raising the right arm up near 
the ear and holding it there. Raise the trunk and return 
the right arm to shoulder-height position. This time bend 
the trunk te the right and raise the left arm up near the 
left ear. Hold it there as you bend. Raise the trunk and re- 
turn the left arm to shoulder-height position. Continue, 
alternating left and right. Keep the knees straight and go 
as far down toward the floor as you can on the bends. 

Another exercise for those two pads of fat: Lie on 
your back on the floor. Your arms rest at your sides, 
palms toward the floor. Bend both knees up close to the 
abdomen. Cling to the floor with your fingertips as you 
roll from side to side. Keep your knees bent.
